We say frankly that 
we expect the ptuposed Franchise to become 
law; and, “consequently, we recommend 
every ope to stir himself to secure the right 
to vote at the election that will elect mem- 
bers to the Ottawa Government, as well as 
those on whom will devolve the duty to or- 
ganize and sct Kesponsible Government in 
saccessfal working in this country.
